New Delhi, the 5th September, 1974 

S.R.O. 309. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 184 of the Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following regulations further 
to amend the Navy (Pension) Regulations, 1964, published 
with the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Defence No. SRO 74, dated the 10th February, 
1964, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — 

(1) These regulations may be called the Navy (Pen- 
sion) Second Amendment Regulations, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Amendment of regulation 2. — In the Navy (Pension) 
Regulations, 1964 (hercinafterd referred to as the said regu- 
lations) in regulation 2, after clause (h), the following 
clause shall be inserted, namely : — 

*‘(hh) ‘Qualifying active service mean all service which 
under any general or special orders qualifies for 
pension.” 

3. Amendment of regulation 16. — In regulation 16 of 
the said regulations, in sub-negulation (1), the following 
shall be inserted at the end, namely 

"However, an officer in receipt of a disability pension 
shall continue to draw the disability element of 
his pension.” 

4. Amendment of regulation 17. — In regulation 17 of the 
said regulation — 

(1) For the marginal heading, the following shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

"Acceptance of employment by officers who are gran- 
ted Pension, Gratuity or other benefit.” 

(2) For sub-regulation (2), the following sub-regula- 
tion shall be substituted, namely : — 

"(2) An officer of the rank of Captain or above, 
whether m a substantive capacity or otherwise, 
who is granted a pension, gratuity or other bene- 
fit in respect of his naval service or who is 
likely to receive pension, gratuity or other bene- 
fit under these regulations shall also obtain such 
permission prior to accepting employment before 
the expiry of two years from the date his naval 
service ceases, in the following cases : — 

(a) commercial employment in privnte under- 
takings ; 

(b) employment in civil post under the Central 
or State Government or the Government of a 
Union Territory or in a post under a body 
corporate owned or controlled by the Govern- 
ment, if the officer had been allowed to retire 
prematurely at his own request. Such permi- 
ssion will not, however, be necessary if the 
officer had retired from the Navy in the nor- 
mal course on completion of the standard ser- 
vice prescribed for his rank or if he had been 
invalided from the naval service on grounds 
of il-health or physical disability,” 

5. Insertion of new regulation 28-A, — After regulation 
28 of the said regulations, the following regulations shall be 
inserted, namely : — 

“28-A. Re-assessment of disability permanently below 
pensionable degree at the time of invalidation : In 
cases where an officer's disability or its aggravation 
at the time of invalidation is permanently below 
the pensionable degree, he may claim to be brought 
before a medical board within a period of seven 
years from the date from which he was retired. 
If the disability is still assessed as permanently below 
the pensionable degree, no claim for re-assessment 
shall be considered. 
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6. Substitution of regulation 35, — For regulation 35 of the 
said regulations, the following regulation shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“35 — Refusal to appear before ft Rcsurvey Medical 
Board. In case a pensioner who has been asked 
under any regulation or order to appear before a 
resurvey medical board, for re-assessment of his 
disability, refuses to do so, the disability element or 
his pension shall be suspended from the date of 
such refusal. If, however, the pensioner has rendered 
less than five years qualifying service the disability 
pension as a whole shall be suspended." 

7. Substitution of regulation 40. — For regulation 40 of the, 
said regulations, the following regulations shall be substituted, 
namely : 

“40 —Period for grant of disability pension when the 
invaliding disability is incapable to improvement, — 

( 1 ) If the disability is certified on the basis of in- 
validing or a resurvey medical board, to be incapable 
of improvement, disability pension shall be granted 
for a period of ten years in the first instance. During 
this period the pensioner will have a right to claim 
re-assessment of his pension on the basis of aggra- 
vation, if any. Where the pension is modified as a 
result of re-assessment, the pension shall again be 
granted for a period of ten years from the date of 
the revised award provided the disability is still 
regarded as incapable of improvement. Kach succes- 
sive assessment at a higher or lower level will be 
for a period of ten years during which the pensioner 
will be given ono opportunity to have his pension 
re-assessed on the basis of further aggravation. 

(2) When the percentage of disablement has re 
mained unmodified for ten years, the pensioner shall 
be brought before a re-survey medical board at the 
end of ten years and in the event of the disability 
still being regarded by the pension sanctioning 
authority as incapable of improvement, his pension 
shall be sanctioned for life. Thereafter, no revision 
of pension will be admissible. 

(3) In cases where the invaliding disability is loss 
of limb(s), total loss of sight, loss if one eye, 
amputation etc., and where the question of improve- 
ment or worsening of its physical condition does not 
arise, the award shall be sanctioned for life. 

“40-A Period of grant of disability pension when the 
invaliding disability is capable of improvmcnt, — 
When the disability is accepted as capable of im- 
provement, the period of an award calculated with 
reference to the date of the medical board shall 
not exceed one year. When the disability is accepted 
as aggravated by naval service, the duration of the 
disability element shall be determined with due 
regard to the provisions contained in Appendix V." 

8. Insertion of new Regulation 44 A. — -After regulation 44 
of the said regulations, the following regulation shall be in- 
serted, namely : — 

“44-A Admissibility of disability pension to a disabled 
Pensioner re-employed without disclosing his inva- 
lidation. — A pensioner, who, on his re-employment 
in the Navy, does not disclose that he was previously 
retired from service with the Armed Forces for 
medical unfitness, shall be debarred from the date 
of his re-employmeut from any disability pension 
admissible to him in respect of his previous service 
with the Armed Forces. If his rc-employment is ter- 
minated of the re-employment, he is brought a 
medical board, his claim for a disability pension 
after the termination of re-employment will be sub- 
mitted for orders of the Central Government. Such 
orders will duly take into consideration the effect of 
his employment in the Navy in aggravating a pre- 
vious disability or introducing a new one.”

band provided she is left in a destitute condition 
and was not in receipt of a second life award. Such 
cases will be submitted t6 the Central Government 
for consideration on individual merits. 

35. Amendment of regulation 133 : In regulation 133 
of the said regulations, in clause (a), the Explanation shall 
be re-numbered as "Explanation 1" and after Explanation 1 
as so re-numbered, the following Explanation should be 
inserted, namely : — 

“Explanation 2— The provisions of clause (a) (11) shall 
also apply to flights in a civil or chartered aircraft 
for so long as similar orders exist in respect of 
Central Civil Government Servants." 

36. Amendment of regulation 134 : In regulation 134 of 
the said regulations, 

(i) the brackets of figure “(1)" appearing in the begin- 
ing shall be omitted ", 

(ii) after the word “natural", the brackets and words 
“(including validly adopted)" shall be inserted ; 

(iii) Sub-regulation (2) shall be omitted ; 

(iv) The following shall be inserted at the end as an 
“Explanation”, namely : — 

“Explanation : — -The term “child” used in the above 
or other regulation in this sub-section, in respect 
of special family pensionary awards shall be 
deemed to include such a child bom out of a 
marriage after discharge or invalidment of the 
individual.” 

37, Insertion of new regulation 141-A : After regulation 
141 of the said regulations, the following regulation shall be 
inserted, namely 

“141-A — In respect of individuals who die of causes 
neither attributable to nor aggravated by naval ser- 
vice, the pensionary benefits in part A of this sub- 
section shall be admissible to the heirs specified in 
regulation 120. 

Explanation : — The awards will be granted to the heir 
nominated for the purpose of special family pen- 
sion or if there is no such nomination or the 
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nominated heir is dead or disqualified under 
clauses li ) to (lii) below, to the eligible heir 
who stands highest in the list of living heirs. 'No 
award will, however, be paid to — 

(i) Father or mother who was not dependent on 
the deceased sailor ; 

(ii) a mother, who is widow at the time ot her 
son’s death or who have become widow there- 
after, has remarried ; 

(iii) a daughter in the event of her marriage," 

38. Amendment of regirlation 146 : In regulation 146 
of the said regulations, after sub-regulation (31, the follow- 
ing Explanations shall be added, namely : — 

Explanation 1 : Commutation of pension shall be 
allowed with reference to total disability pension 
in cases where the Invaliding disability is loss of 
limb(s), total loss of sight, loss of one eye, ampu- 
tation etc. or where the award or disability pension 
is sanctioned for life. 

Explanation 2 : Where the officer has been granted 
temporary disability pension but has completed five 
years qualifying service commutation of pension 
shall be allowed with reference to the service ele- 
ment of disability pension only." 

39. Insertion of new Chapter and regulations : In Part T 
of the said regulations, 

( 1 ) Chapter V shall be re-numbered as “Chapter VI ’ 
and before Chapter VI as so renumbered the 
following Chapter shall be inserted, namely : — 

CHAPTER-V 

Commutation of pension — Sailors including the MCPOs 
granted Honorary Commissions and Short Service Commis- 
sioned Officers (ex-Sailors). 

152 -A. (1) Sailors including the MCPOs granted Hono- 
rary Commission and Short Service Commissioned 
Officers (cx-Sailorsl who arc in receipt of a ser- 
vice or special pension or a permanent disability 
pension or invalid pension may be permitted by the 
competent authority, subject to the report of a 
medical authority as to his physical fitness and to 
any decision taken in the exercise of the discretion 
provided in regulations 8 and 75, to commute a 
portion, not exceeding one half of his pension or 
pensions (less any amount previously commuted) 
provided that the amount left imeommuted is not 
less than rupees two hundred and forty a year. 
In calculating the amount of pension for the pur- 
pose of this limit, there may be added to it the 
un-commuted portion of any other permanent pen- 
sion or pensions payable to the applicant from 
Indian or other Government revenues. 

(2) The portion of pension to be commuted will con- 
sist of whole rupees only subject to the limits pres- 
cribed in sub-regulation (1). 

152-B. (1) An individual in receipt of disability pension 
may be allowed to commute a portion of such pen- 
sion provided the invaliding disability is loss of 
limb(s) total loss of sight, loss of one eye, ampu- 
tation, etc., or the award of disability pension is 
sanctioned for life. 

(2) In cases where the individual has been granted 
temporary disability pension but has completed ten 
years or more qualifying service, commutation of 
pension may be allowed with reference to the spe- 
cial pension admissible under regulation 110. 

(3) If an individual was granted disability pension 
(permanent or temporary under the orders in force 
prior to the 18lh March. 1961) he may be allowed 
to commute a porlion of that pari of his disability 
pension which is equal to the service pension which 
would be admissible to him in the event of his 
disability being re-assessed below 20 per cent. 
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152-C. When Commutation of Pensoin is Permissible. 
Commutation may take place on retirement or at 
any time subsequent thereto. 

152-D. Calculation of Commuted Value. 

(1) The basis for commutation shall be according to 
the table prescribed by the Central Government 
fion time to lime under the Civil Pension (Com- 
mutation) Rules. 

(2) The age of the individual shall be taken as being 
the age he will attain on the next birthday follow- 
ing the date on which the commutation of pen- 
sion she’ll become absolute subject to such addition 
of ye arts) of age in the base of impaired life, as 
may be recommended by the medical authority. 

(3) In the event of the table of values applicable to 
an individual being modified between the date 
of administrative sanction to commutation and 
the date on which commutation is due to become 
absolute, the commuted value shall be calculated 
in accordance with the modified table (see Regu- 
lation ] 52-F). 

152-E. When Commutation becomes absolute. Unless 
the application is withdrawn under regulation. 1 52-F 
commutation shall become absolute, i.e., the title 
to receive the commuted portion of the pension 
shall cease and the title to receive the commuted 
value shall accrue on the date on which the medical 
authority signs the medical , certificate. Whatever 
the date of actual payment, the amount paid and 
the effect upon the pcnsion(s) shall be the same 
as if the commuted value were paid on the date 
on which the commutation became absolute. 

1J2-F. Withdrawal of Application : Q) An individual 
may withdraw his application for commutation, 

(i) When the table of values applicable to him is 
modified between the date of administrative sanc- 
tion to the commutation and the date on which 
commutation becomes absolute, and the modified 
tabic is less favourable to him than that previously 
in force : or 

(ii) when, in thp case of impaired lives, the medical 
authority recommends an addition of years of 
age to his actual age ; or 

(iii) at any time by written notice despatched before 
medical examination is due to take place, but 
this option shall expire on his appearance before 
the medical authority. 

(2) Withdrawal of application must be made by written 
notice, despatched within 14 days of the date on 
which the individual receives intimation of the modi- 
fied table or of the recommendation of the medical 
authority and of the capital sum payable in lieu 
thereof, as the case may be. 

152-G. Incidental Expenses inclined. — No re-inbursement 
of any travelling or other expenses incurred by an individual 
in connection with the commutation of a portion of his 
pension shall be admissible. 

152-H. Commutation of anticipatory /provisional pension, — 
If some delay is likely to arise in the finalisation of pension 
claim of an individual, commutation may be allowed on 
the anticipatory or provisional pension, if any, in issue sub- 
ject to necessary adjustments when the final pension is san- 
ctioned. The anticipatory or provisional pension will be 
commuted under the same general conditions as apply to 
commutation of final service pension. To ensure re-payment 
of the commuted value of the portion of an anticipatory or 
provisional pension paid in excess, the Controller or Defence 
Accounts (Pensions) will obtain from the pensioner a decla- 
ration in (be following form along with his application for 
commutation : — 

FORM OF DECLARATION 

(To be completed by the applicant in receipt of anticipa- 
lory/provisionai pension). 
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Whereas the Controller of Defence Accounts (Pensions) 
has consented provisionally to advance to me the sum of 

Rs being the commuted value of a por- 

tion of the anticipatory/provisional pension in anticipation of 
the completion of the enquiries necessary to enable him to 
fix the amount of my pension and consequently the part of 
pension that may be commuted, 1 hereby acknowledge that 
in accepting the advance, I fully understand that the com- 
muted value now paid to me is subject to revision of the 
completion of the necessary formal enquiries and I promise 
to have no objection to such revision on the ground that the 
provisional amount now to be paid to me as the commuted 
value of the part of anticipatory /provisional pension, exceeds 
the amount to which 1 may be eventually found entitled. I 
further promise to repay either in cash or by deduction from 
subsequent payment of pension any amount advanced to rhe 
in excess of the amount to which 1 may be eventually found 
entitled.

Tf the identity can be conceded thereunder, the 
procedure in the preceding sub-paragraph will be 
followed for determining the further point whether 
entitlement to special family pension can he con- 
ceded in a case where an invaliding disability was 
aggravated by service.” ; 


(lv) in paragraph 10, for clause (d), the following clause 
shall b© substituted, namely : — 

“(d) Paired Organs — 

(i) Paired organs, namely eyes, cars, arms and legs 
shall be considered together, where disablement 
due to service occurs in one of a pair of organs, 
assessment on discharge will be made with re- 
ference to the diminution of the functional capa- 
city of the organs working together. Therefore, 
assessment will include functional defect of the 
pair of organs. 

(ii) Subject to the exceptions specified below, any sub- 
sequent increase in the non-scrvice disablement 
and non-service disablement arising after dis- 
charge whether due to injury or disease will be 
excluded from the assessment. 

(iii) Cases ariso in which at the time of discharge there 
is damage by service to only one of the paired 
organs namely eyes, ears, arms (including hands) 
and legs (including feet) and the other is, either 
nOi mat or impaired in a minor degree. Where 
the disablement acceptable under clause (ii) and 
the disablement of the other limb or organ are 
together assessable at any subsequent date at 100 

er cent, the assessment for pension purposes will 
e increased by one half of the difference bet- 
ween the currciit assessment and 100 per cent. 
For instance a pensioner receiving an award at 
40 per cent rate for the loss of an eye who later 
loses the sight of his other eye through a non- 
service cause, will have his award increased to 
70 per cent rate' and a pensioner with an award 
at 80 per cent for a gunshot found of an arm 
who later develops severe arthritis of his other 
arm, thereby being 100 per cent disabled, will 
qualify for a revised award at 90 per cent rate. 
Where the combined disablement of the pair of 
organs is less than 100 per cent, but is more 
than twice ns serious as the disablement accep- 
table under clause (ii), the assessment will be 
increased to one half of the combined disable- 
ment. Tf, for example, a pensioner with an award 
at 30 per cent rate for the loss of vision of one 
eye partially loses the sight of the other eye 
through a non-service cause the defective vision 
of both eyes together is assessable at 80 per cent, 
his award will be increased to 40 per cent rate, 

(iv) The provisions of the preceding clause arc appli- 

cable even where the second of a pair of organs 
has been disabled by some generalised disability 
(e.g. rheumatc arthritis) which would have also 
disabled the first of the pair if it had not been 
lost or damaged as the result of service."

Wald No. V — 1 

Ward No. VI — 1 


SCHEDULE 

( Boundaries of Wards — See Rule 3) 

WARD No. I 

The boundary starts from mid stream river Jhelum West 
of Civil Area Boundary Pillar No. 1. It runs towards south- 
east along the Civil Area Boundary upto Pillur No. 3 at its 
junctions with MES Road through Civil Area Boundary pillars 
No. 1 and 2 along the house of Shri Jai Narain Dass and 
Shri C. A. Hitter (both included). Then it turns towards north-

Then it 
runs towards south along Yattoo Mohalla Road (included) 
upto its junction with the road) leading to the house of 
Shri J. B. Nanda. From there it runs in the same direction 
along the road (excluded) upto mid stream river Jhelum 
opposite to Shri J. B. Nanda's house, then turns towards east 
and south-east along the mid stream river Jhelum upto the 
starting point i.e. west of Civil Area Boundary Pillar 
No. 6. 

WARD NO. Til 

The boundary starts from mid stream river Jhelum oppo- 
site south of house of Shri J. B. Nanda. It runs towards north 
along the road of Shri J. B. Nanda’s house (included) upto 
the junction with the Yattoo Mohalla Road. Then it runs 
in easterly and northerly dirccton along the Yattoo Mohalla 
Road upto its junction with Shivpora Road, then turns to- 
wards east along Shivpora Road upto its junction with the 
National Highway, Then it runs towards north along the 
National Highway upto the approach road to Chatterjee's 
House, then it runs towards west along the southern boun- 
dary of Chatterjee’s house upto mid stream river Jhelum. 
Then it runs along the mid stream river Jhelum towards west- 
south and east around Shivpora to the starting point i.e. 
mid stream river Jhelum opposite south of house of Shri 
J. B. Nanda. 

WARD NO. TV 

The boundary starts from Cantonment Boundary Pillar 
No, 21 located at the edge of Sonawar Bridge and junction 
of Sonawar Bund with the National Highway. It runs to- 
wards north along Sonwar Bund (excluded) along the Canton- 
ment Boundary upto Pillar No. 10 located on the edge of 
Gopkar Road near Forest Nursery, through Cantonment 
Boundary Pillars Nos. 20-A, 20-B, 20-C, 20-D and 20-E. 
Then It runs towards south along the western boundary of 
Forest Nursery (excluded) upto inner Sonawar Road. Then 
turns towards east from the southern edge of Forest Nursery 
along the Sonawar Road to Ziarat Palpora (included), From 
there it runs towards south along the path to Sonawar Nallah 
upto northern corner of Shri Chopra's plot (Survey No. 49), 
then turns towards south-west along the Cantonment Board 
Reading Room and the boundary of Ward No. TT to Natio- 
nal Highway, then turns towards north-west and runs along 
the National Highway and joins the starting point i.e.
